REMARKS 

Claims 1-12 and 14-28 are all the claims presently pending in the application. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Examiner's indication that claim 26 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. Applicant submits, however, that all of the claims 
are allowable. 

Claims 1-2, 17 f 23, 25 and 27-28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
allegedly unpatentable over Lewak et al. (U. S. Patent No. 5,544,360) in view of Goldman et 
al. ("Knowledge Discovery in an Earthquake Text Database: Correlation between Significant 
Earthquakes and the Time of Day", IEEE, 1997, p. 12-21). 

Claims 3-12, 14-16, 18-22 and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being 
allegedly unpatentable over Lewak et al. (U. S. Patent No. 5,544,360) in view of Goldszmidt 
et al. ("A Probabilistic Approach to Full-Text Document Clustering" 1998, Technical Report 
ITAD-433-MS-98-044, SRJ International).
